MR. MORTON PROMISES TO INSTITUTE A 
VIGOROUS INVESTIGATION. 


How the Exporters Have an Unjust Ad 
vantage Over Those Who Kill Only for 
Home Sales—An Investigation by the 

Butchers and Its Resulte—Butchers 
Anxious for a State Inspection Law. 


‘Secretary Chris Brokate of the Butchers’ 
National Protective Association to-day re- 
ceived a letter from Secretary of Agriculture 
Morton which is of great interest to butchers 
and dealers in meat all over the country. At 
the last convention of the association, held 
in Evansville last May, the policy committee 
of the association recommended, among oth- 
ers, the following resolution, which was 


adopted: 


Alte have meats killed for 
home markets any right under the Gevernment in- 
spection law for export trade to carry the Govern- 
ment inepection certificates. 


Secretary Brokate was instructed by tne 
convention to communicate with the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture upon the subject and as- 
certain just what rights the big packers had 
in regard to the Government stamp. That 
packers were using the Government inspec- 
tion stamps for export trade and in the 
heme market was established, as was the 
fact that goods were being sent out by a cer- 


- tain Big Four house which had never been 


inspected, but which bore the stamp issued 
by the Government. 

These facts were sent to the secretary of 
the association by the butchers in Kansas 
City and were by bim communicated to Sec- 
rotary Morton. 

MORTON'S REPLY. 

The letter recetved this morning was a re- 
ply to the communication. It stated that 
the meat inspectéa for foreign trade could be 
used for interstate trade as well. Following 


this Secretary Morton stated that the de- 
partment proposed to have a rigid examina- 
tion made and see that the inspection law 
was carried out tothe letter. 

Secretary Brokate when seen this morning 
about the letter said: ‘‘I received a letter 
from Secretary Morton, but aside from the 
facts that the government 177214 stamps 
can he used upon the Cattle killed for domes- 
lig use, I do not care to make it public, at 
lvast not until it has been read to the asso- 
ein tion, as it might spoilsome of the plans 
the jation bas in view.

The first movement 
towards meat inspection was made right 
here in St. Louis and while the butchers have 
never been a to get State inspection the 
fact that the local butchers acknowledged 
that there were in this business men 
unprincipled enough to kill cattle for 
food which were ~ unsound, cau 
— gy nations to raise the cry which re- 
sul in the passage of the national inspec- 
tion law for export beef. Now what an out- 
rage this is can be readily seen. You can put 
any kind of beef on the home market but you 
must send nothing to foreign countries which 
is not sound. The ruling of the Secretary 
that the Government stamps may be used in 
domestic trade hurts the retail dealer who 
kilis his own beef. Chicago packing-houses 
can under the present farce system of in- 
spection ship f to Sst. Louis that has 
never been inspected and sell it with a gov- 
ernment stamp which means nothing. The 
man who kills his own beef and knows it is 
good is torced to compete with a false certifi- 
cate from the government thatisa guaran- 
tee of the other fellow’s meat, which is not 
as good.

The plaintiff in the case was 
up to a short time ago a 
waiter. in the Commercial Restaurant.

Phil Helery, proprietor of the restaurant 
and saloon opposite the Merchants’ Ex- 
change on Third street, was put on the stand 
to testify as to Brandenburger’s character 
during the time he was working for him asa 
waiter. Hesaid the only time he saw Mrs. 
Brandenburger was when her husband was 
working for him. On this occasion she! came 
to the restaurantand asked to see her hus- 
band. Mr. Helery told her that the saloon 
was not the place for her, and to please 
wait outside until her husband could 
be sent out. He put her outside the door, 
where she kicked onthe door and the glass, 
he sald, until it was necessa to have her 
arrested to keep ber quiet. She was taken to 
the station and her husband paid his wages 
and discharged. The woman Mr. Helery 
had released fromthe station, and as she 
said she was in distress offered her $2, which 
she refused. 

William Knox, a restaurant proprietor, 
said he knew the couple for three or tour 
months while he lived over his restaurant. 
On one foccasion he found Mrs. Branden- 
burger having a very lively fight upstairs 
with another womun. Both of them were 
using very vile and abusive language, he 
stated. 

‘homas Morris of the Commercial Hotel 
ws the next witness. He simply testified as 
to Brandenburger’s good behavior while he 
wes a walter in his restaurant. 

Mrs. Brandenburger, who isa very youth- 
ful woman, was put on the stand in her own 
behalf. She had her baby withfher; she said 
that her husband madea practice of beating 
her anda striking her with his fists until her 
eyes were black and her hair all pulied out. 
At Fort Wayne he told her, she testified, that 
he had another woman, whom he thought 
more of than he did der, and that 
he could go to Toledo with 
her where she would support him without 
his doing any work.

Opinion Rendered by the State 


Supreme Court To-Day. 


The Building Commissioner’s Writ of 
Prohibition Denied. 


MAYOR WALBRIDGE HAS POWER TO 
PROCEED WITH THE HEARING. 


Judge Sherwood Holds That There Is 
No Conflict Between the State Laws 
and City Charter and Ordinances and 
That the Mayor Has the Power to Re- 
move— The Trial May be Resumed Mon- 
day—Little Hope For Reid. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Dec. 7.—Among the 
opinions handed down Dy Division No. 2 of 
the Supreme Court to-day was one inthe 
prohibition proceedings instituted by Build - 
ing Commissioner Reid of St. Louis against 
Mayor Walbridge, to prevent the latter from 
ousting him from office on charges preferred 
by Hobert E. McMath. Judge Sherwood de- 
nies the writ and holds that the Mayor has 
full power under the charter to proceed with 
the hearing and remove Reid from office, if 
he deems the charges sufficiently estab- 
lished to warrant such action. The 
opinion is quite voluminous and is concurred 
in by the other members of the court. The 
Judge holds that there is no confilet on this 
point between the charter and ordinances 
of St. Louls and the constitution and laws of 
Missouri, and that the court will not inter- 
fere in such matters. 


The News at the City Hall. 


City Counselor Marshall was the first to re- 
ceive the news of the decision at the Oity 
Hall. It came in a telegram sent to him 
which read as follows: 

In re Reid. Writ denied. 

As he read it his face was wreathed in 
smiles. He tripped gaily out of his office and 
along the gloomy corrodor that leads tothe 
municipal star chamber, 

As he entered the ante-room the mass of 
hangers-on and paupers saw ata glance 
importance“ stamped upon his brow, and 
as he moved hurriedly on tothe Chief Ex- 
ecutive’s office the mighty multitude fell 
back toright and left.

The Knights of Labor Committee Present 
the Situation in Heman’s Camp. 


The Committee appointed by the Knights 
of Labor to call on Mayor Walbridge and re. 
quest him to investigate the condition of the 
workmen employed by Heman Bros., city 
contractors, at the Chain of Rocks, was 
given an audience this morning in the 
Mayor’s office. 

Mr. Stephen Doyle was the spokesman of 
the party, andhe was accompanied by Joe 
McDonald anda third party who refused to 
give his name. Mr. Doyle had evidently pre- 


pared his speech for the occasion,for he stood 
up, smoothed his beard and spoke for 
about ten minutes in a moderate tone 
of voice with a smooth, steady flow of lan- 
guage. He said his honor had no idea of the 
deplorable state of affairs existing at the 
Heman Camp, it was a disgrace to the rights 
of workipgmen, a disgrace to the city 
of St. Louis, a disgrace to 
Christianity and civilized govern- 
ment. He hoped the Mayor would investigate. 

His honor then called for some plain every- 
day statements of specific cases. 

Joe McDonald said he had worked out there 
for three weeks and could stand it no longer. 
When he went to get his pay he was shown, 
he alleges, a signin the office which states 
that any man leaving work before his 
month is up must forfeit 10 per cent of the 
amount coming to him at the time. He was 
compelled to leave, he said, withouta penny. 
The only thing he received for his three 
weeks’ work was his board.

The Mayor called in the City Counselor,and 
after a short conference the committee was 
told to present the grievance in ae 
when action would be taken on it, 
Mr. August Heman was seen soon afterwards 
in the office of the President of the Board of 
Public Improvements. When told of the 
McDonald case, he said: 

„J went up to the camp yesterday es- 
pecially to investigate that case and found 
that there was $2 coming to McDonald, which 
he had never even called for. He had never 
even asked for histime. The money is ready 
for him any time he calls. 

How about your brother knocking a man 
down with a shovel?’’

WasninGroxr, D. C., Dec. 7.—Prominent 
members ot the House Committee on Foreign 
Affairs évidently expect that Congress will 
be called upon soon to take up and decide the 
Hawallan question. Chairman McOreary 
yesterday had en extended interview with 
the President, and it is supposed that mat- 
vers relatingto Hawall were under discuss- 
ton.

Great fortunes are not possible among bar- 
baric people. While a man ts accumulating 
more, that which he has will be stolen away. 
It keeps him too busy defending what he has 
to get more. Or, he hasa great deal of 
wealth in the form of gold, ivory or precious 
stones, he cam hide or bury them with toler- 
able security, though even then they may be 
found and stolen. 

But at best, while hidden this wealth is idle 
and earning haught. 

As to lands, only constant personal effort, 
with sword in hand, and at the peril of life, 
will defend and preserve property tn land to 
the uncivilized. And that is precarious and 
usually futile. 

But our social organizations enables a man 
to do naugbt but produce, or acquire. 
(Mark the distinction). Almost the hour 
that a product is produced, it is takencharge 
of by society. That is natural law; supply 
and demand market. But while producing 
the product is protected. Not only are a 
man’s acquisitions protected, but he is pro- 
tected in the process of acquiring, in the 
pursuit ofthe profit. The moment he has 
acquired a unit of wealth it is taken in 
charge by our social organization and the 
owner isrelieved ofany duty otherthan ac- 
quiring more, or in spending it, or in pleas- 
ure or idieness as he may choose. 

It he puts it into a mortgage on a widow’s 
home it earns him interest to support him 
and preserve the principal intact. If the 
widow fails to pay it back he does not have 
to go to her house with a gun and drive her 
and sympathizers out, and stay there witha 
gun to protect possession of the tenant, or 
purchaser, to whom he rents or sells, to get 
his money back. 

No, he simply makes demand of the law to 
cat off and restore to him his pound of flesh. 
If he deposits his money in bank at interest, 
or invests it in real estate, or speculates by 
purchase and sale of commodities—every- 
where and anywhere he looks to the law to 
preserve his property and protect him in the 
acquisition, increase and enjoyment of 
wealth. He can buy 1,000,000 acres, or a rail - 
road out West, never see it, have employes 
producing profit, and hecanlollin the lux- 
ury of New York or Rome and neither endure 
hardship nor endanger life, limb or liberty, 

This is possible only by reason of our highly 
organized social condition. It is a more ex- 
pensive condition than the primitive condi- 
tion of mankind. Those who reap the most 
benefit should pay most of the expense. Any 
man could protect possession of all he could 
produce in primitive conditions, with no 
ulterior ald. No man could protect a tenth 
of the fortune of Gould without aid, He 
could not ven secrete ft, as he would be 
tortured by robbers and compeWNed to dis- 
gorge—aye, disgorge, for only a golM glutton 
would gorge more than he could assiimlate, 

Besides, massed wealth makes the peace of 
society more costly to preserve. Distribute 
$10,000,000 among 1,000 persons, each of whom 
has earned each dollar and knows its worth, 
and matters would movealong easily. But 
take away $9,000,000 and give ten of them 
$900,000 each and let the rest be taken from 
the producers and distributed so unequally 
that many are left starving and more drudg- 
ing in the slavery that would result—and you 
will finda highly increased total of civil and 
criminal law necessary to preserve peace. 
More police, more army, more executive om 
clals and more paternalism would be re- 
quired. should not the possessors of the 
$9,000,000 pay more than that proportion for 
protecting the same?

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FIGHTING EIS TAXES. 

The desperate attempt of the Goulds to 
evade the payment of taxes on personal 
property seems to be grounded on the be- 
lief that other rich men are assessed too 
low rather than that they are assessed too 
high. 

They are no doubt right in this conten- 
tion, though it is hardly a valid reason 
why they should not do their public duty. 
It is well known that property not tangi- 
ble is not taxed as it ought to be, because 
it is so easy to conceal it. Men worth 
millions shirk their share of the public 
burdens, while those of moderate means 
are forced to pay upto the limit of their 
duty because they cannot conceal what is 
necessarily displayed to public view.. The 
blessings of good government are paid for 
by those who enjoy them the least, while 
those who get the most benefit pay least 
for it. 

These disputes are bound to arise as long 
as the taxing systems of the States are con- 
structed without reference to practical 
conditions. The theory which demands 
that taxes shall be in proportion to benefit 
and ability has not been realized in prac- 
tice in any of the States. And Mr. Gould 
publicly charges that in New York 1% fails 
in the case of several wealthy men whom 
he names. 

The controversy calls attention to these 
defects and is useful because it emphasizes 
the need of some arrangement by which 
men can be compelled to shoulder their 
responsibilities.

Undoubtedly the ticket speculators profit 
very largely by the big foot ball games, but 
the collegians do not appear to haveany 
reason for serious Complaint on the score of 
their own profits.

THE SPECIAL TAX. 


The proposed specialtax levy of one- 
fifth of one per cent is not pleasant to con- 
template, but the condition of the city in- 
stitutions is such that there is nothing else 
to be done.

It is estimated that $560,000 may be 
raised by this means, which will be ample 
for the purpose.

MAKE IT THOROUGH. 


Notwithstanding the confident tone of 
President Cleveland’s remarks on the 
measures of the Ways and Means Commit- 


tee itis by no means certain that he can 
dictate the terms of internal revenue legis- 
lation 

His recommendation concerning a tax on 
corporation incomes has already drawn 
vigorous expressions of dissent from many 
Western Democrats who, as one of them 
expressed it, ‘‘are going to fight all over 
the barnyard for an individual income 
tax. Mr. Cleveland looks upon the cor- 
poration tax only as a temporary expedient 
employed to meet the deficit. It does not 
appear that the individual income tax has 
any part in the permanent revenue system 
which the Democratic party aspires to es- 
tablish, or that he recognizes the tax as 
one embodying a legitimate principle of 
revenue legislation. Nothing short of such 
recognition is likely to satisfy the West, if 
public sentimentis correctly reflected by 
the published opinions of Congressmen. 

In this matter of revenue reform there is 
more unanimity among the people than 
on the financial legislation of the extra 
session. Taxation is tolerably well under- 
stood by the masses who have been edu- 
cated by the agitation of the past eight 
years. They will not be satisfied with ex- 
pedients or emergency measures. Revenue 
reform is demanded which shall compre- 
hend, not only a reduction of customs 
duties, but a reconstruction of internal 
takation as well. The tariff, which is de- 
signed primarily to confer in an indirect 
way the taxing power upon the privileged 
few, is to be reformed with reference only 
to its uses as a revenue producer, and there 
is a widespread belief that the burden of 
the Government should be shifted partly 
from the shoulders of the poor who can 
least support it to those of the rich who 
get the most benefit and who can best af- 
ford to pay for the olessings they enjoy. 

This is the purpose of theypeople, which 
needs only to be formulated and put into 
legislation. Neither politicians nor special 
interests can defeat this purpose, although

The contract forthe building did not in- 
clude the appointments necessary for the 
work of teaching—furniture, teachers’ and 
pupils’ desks, chairs for the auditorium, 
dDlack-boards, wardrohe arrangements, cur- 
tains, gas and electric iight fixtures, all th 
laboratory appointments, and a host of simi- 
lar details had to be provided by special ar- 
rangement, and while a most efficient and 
energetic committee was in chargeof the 
bullding it required the constant presence of 
those officers who were familiar with the 
details of the plan and the needs of the 
school. Every energy was bent on fulfilling 
the pledge given to pupils and tothe people 
of the city, that the new High School bulld- 
ing should be ready for occupancy on the 
first Monday of September, 1893. 

The duties that devolved upon the man- 
agers of the school were considerable, It 
meant, not simply a change of quarters, by 
which one school was transferred from one 
building to the other, but a consolidation 
of tour different schools, -which were 
distinct in their organization, accus- 
tomed to different teachers ‘and differ- 
ent methods. It meant the organization of 
the largest high school, based on coeduca- 
tion, in the country. There were to be sixty- 
five teachers in the same bullding who had 
never worked together. There were to de 
1,200 pupils coming from the four old build- 
ings and 800 who had never attended any 
high school. The planning of the organiza- 
tion in all its numberless details had to be 
attended to during the summer vacation. 

A new set of text-books had just been 
adopted by the School Board and their intro- 
duction required that each book should be 
read and examined andthe work laid out in 
each department for teachers and pupils, so 
that classes taught in the same subjects by 
different teachers should go over the same 
ground in approximately similar ways. 


PROGRAMME FOR CLASSES. 

The programme alone for sucb a multitude 
of classes and teachers „is an excoedinogly 
difficult and laborious task. Assuming that 
there are about fifty classes in the school, for 
each of which work must be provided for the 
seven recitations or study hours of the day, 
there will be 350 items in the programme of 
each school day, orabout 1,800 items for a 


week, to assign a study to each class for ev- 
ery hour. Yet, besides the study, a room 
and a teacher must be found for each class, 
which brings the number of items which 
have to be provided forin the first draught 
of a High Sohool programme to about 5,500. 
This is by no Means an exhaustive statement 
of the labor involved in tne first programme 
of the High Senool, because not only the 
classes, but the teachers have to be provided 
with work, and their programme contained 
again a list of nearly 6,000 items, all of which 
had to be determined on and entered before 
school began in September. 

The location of teachers and classes on the 
first day, where pupils and teachers reported 
without Knowing to which part of the im- 
mense new building they were to go, was 
another matter which presented some dim - 
culty. Had the building been ready in June 
seats Could have been assigned then; but it 
was not. While the puplis were directed in 
June to which of the sixty rooms they were 
to go in September, tne description of the 
location of a certain room is not always easy, 
and pepite and teachers will forget such 
descriptions in the course of two months.

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FRENCH MILITARY. 


The Massing of Troops on the Italian 
Frontier Is Denied. 


DEPLETED REGIMENTS BEING RAISED 
TO NORMAL FORCE. 


The Movement Regarded as Having No 
Open Significance, Though There May 
Ee a Covert Purpose to Be Serv ed— 
How a Oorrespondent at Mice Views 
the Situation—Foreign Affairs.

Loxpox, Dec. 7.—The correspondent of the 
Standard at Nice denies that there is any 
truth in the rumors originating in Italy that 
French troops are being massed upon the 
Franco-Alpine frontier, 

He says thatthe movement of the troops 
which gave rise to the report were merely in 
connection with the ra!sing of depleted regi- 
ments to their normal effective force. 

However, the correspondent adds, this 
movement may be accepted as deing to a 
certain extent a manetver to affect the 
Italian Government’s present attitude. The 
placing of all military bodies in that section 
ona war footing could easily be accepted as 
a significant hint and a silent menace of hos. 
tilities should therelations between the two 
governments be strained to the point of final 
rupture, 

France has not forgotten that Italy was 
once conquered by Bonaparte and made 
tributary to the great empire which the Lit. 
tle Corporal reared by force ofarms. Hence 
any movement upon Italy would probably 
be heartily indorsed by the masses of the 


French people. 

Nevertheless, there are no open threats of 
war onthe part of France, and should this 
movement mean anything whatever, it is 
merely that of a show of military strength. 


ITALY’S CONTEMPLATED ATTACK. 

VIENNA, Dec. 7.—The Fremdenbdiati denies 
the statement of the Paris Figaro to the effect 
that Italy contemplated an attack upon 
France in September last, and that she was 
omy prevented from doing so by energetic 
Hungarian intervention.

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AGAINST HORNBLOWER. 


Pamphlets Sent to All Senators De- 


nouncing His Record. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—Every Sen- 
ator received a pamphlet yesterday upon 
‘*‘Willlam B. Hornblower’s Judicial Record 
Up to Date. The name of Meliville C. Day 
is signed tothe paper. Mr. Day was an ex- 
ecutor of the will of the late Commodore C. 
K. Garrison. Clark K. Griggs brought suit 


against the executors and Hornblower was 
referee. The case went to the Court of Ap- 
peals, the highest tribunalin New York. Mr. 
Day finds effective ammunitionin the lan- 
guage of the ceurt In reviewing the case. 
ne Chier Justice of the Court of Ap- 
eals,’’ says Mr. Day, has pronouced the 
udgment rendered upon the report of 
Referee Hornblower tobe illegal and un- 
just, hascharacterized his propositions as 
being ‘startling’ and ‘preposterous,’ and 
has given an illustration showing that these 
propositions would lead to grotesqrely ab- 
surd results. He further declares these 
propositions had no support from the 
‘proof’ in the case or even in the ‘finding of 
the fact’ made by the referee. and impliedly 
asserts that the method adopted by the ref- 
eree in arriving at his conclusions deserve 
the appellation of ‘necromancy’ and ‘legal 
jugelery.’ ’’ 

Were.“ asked Mr. Day, i the decision 

of any court of last resort, either State or 
Federal, will there be found any decision 
containing censure of judicial action as em - 
phatic and as often repeated as is found in 
the opinion of the Chief Justice of the Court 
of Appeals? It is further to be borne in 
mind that Chief Justice Earlis a man who has 
repute for his kindness of manner and tem- 
perance of speech no loss than for his varied 
accurate learning, The language of reproof 
contained in his decision is the mantfestation 
of the fact that he was provoked to judicial 
indignation by the action of the referse. It 
is still further apparent that this language of 
reproof was not alone that of the writer of 
the opinion, but thatit received equally the 
deliberate and specific approval of all of his 
six associates upon the bench, except of the 
one who happened to be an intimate friend 
of the referee.’’ 
In conclusion Mr. Day says: Te magni- 
tude of the controversy ought to have been 
sufficient to stimulate alike his pride and his 
ambition to make a creditable judicial per- 
tormance. The suit Involved millions nom- 
inally and actual value tothe extent of any 
judgment that might be rendered against 
Garrison’sestate. Have we the right to ex- 
pect from him in the future any better judi- 
cial performance than has been exhibited in 
the Garrison case? -Will it be quite safe to 
piace our referee in an exalted judicial posi- 
tion and take the hazard of having his record 
in the Garrison case perpetuated during the 
balance of his life by a series of ‘illegal and 
unjust’ Jjudgments?’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—The visit of 
Gov. Altgeld_and prominent Democrats to 
Washington in connection with the unveiling 
of the Shields statue has given rise to con- 
siderable speculation regarding the coming 
senatorial contest in Illinois. One of 
the significant events of the visit was a call 
which Col. WiJllam Morrison made on Gov. 
Altgeld, followed by an hour’s*conference 
between those gentlemen. Among those 
who accompanied Gov. Altgeld were several 
friends of Col. Morrison, and the Illinots 
politicians here are disposed to think that 
the visit of Gov. Altgeld has resulted’ in a 
combination between the Altgeld and Mor- 
rison forces to control the next senatorial 
contest in Illinols. 

It isan unwritten law of Illinois politics 
that when both Senators are of the same pa- 
litical party one shall be from the great me- 
tropolitan city of Chicago, It is because of 
this rule that so many are disposed to give 

ablicity to the rumors of a combination do- 

ween Altgeld and Morrison. Such a comb 
nation, of course, means opposition to Sen- 
ator Palmer and will have as its object the 
election of Coli. William Morrison to succeed 
Senator Cullom inthe event of the Demo- 
crats controlling the next senatorial election 
andthe subsequent election of Gov. Altgeld 
to succeed Senator Paimer in 1897. 

The position of the Illinois Democrats in 
years ago questioning the constitutional 
right of a Governor to be elected United 
States -enator during the term for which he 
was elected as Governor, precludes the pos- 
sibility of Gov. Altgeld becoming a candidate 
next year. 

‘Therefore, if he is to become a Uulted States 
Senator at the expiration of his term of of- 
fice, it is first essential that the United States 
Senator to be chosen by the Legisiature to be 
elected next year shall be from the southern 

rt of the State, in order that Senator 
Imer’s successor may be chosen from the 
city of Chicago at atime when Gov. Altgeld 
will be the logical candidate for this honor,

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BEN TENNIS HANGED. 


The Parents of His Victim Forgave Him 
Before His Execation. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Dec. 7.—Ben Tennis was 
banged in t#e Dauphin County Jail-yard this 
morning inthe presence of over 1,000 spec- 
tators. The drop fell at 11:30 0’clock, and 
fifteen minutes after the physicians pro- 
nounced him dead. This afternoon the body 
was taken to Hummelstown for burial. 

The crush to get inside the jail yard was 
something awful. Three men fainted and 
had to be taken out of the crowd by the 
police. Tennis mounted the gallows with a 
firm tread, and at once made a brief prayer 
in German, 

This morning the parents of Tennis’ victim 
visited him and cheerfully granted him for- 
giveness. They were also present at the 
execution. 

Ben Tennis’ crime was one of the most re- 
volting in the annals of criminal history of 
Pennsylvania. His victim was Agnes Cooper 
Wright, a school girl of 9 years, whom he 
outraged and then choked to death because 
of her threat to expose him. 

The double crime was committed on Sept. 
19, 1993, and one week later Tennis was ar- 
rested while at work in a eorhfield near the 
scene. : 

On his way to the Dauphin County Jail he 


broke down and made a confession to his 
captors, in which he detailed at length the 
scenes which culminated in murder. 

His arrest was followed by great indigna- 
tion, and when the confession was made 
threats of lynching were heard all through 
the county. 

Two weess after the crime was committed 
he n guilty to the charge of murder, 
and evidence was taken by the court to 
establish the degree of his crime. The court 
Gecided that he was guilty of murder in the 
first degree and sentenced him to death.
